June 3%.—A writer In one of the Paris- 
ian papers saw the Marquis of Anglesey at Long 
“hamps recently. He found the bankrupt, but 
still cheerful voung nobleman, in a communicative 
mood. fhe general run of Parisian newspaper in- 
terviews must be taken with considerable allow- 
ance for imagination, and the things the marquis 
mav have said are given in the following, the 
thines that he could not have said being omitted: 

“T shall not return to England. You have heard 
that «I left there debts amounting to 15,000,000 
frances ($2,800,000). That sounds like a very large 
amount of money. 1 much prefer for my own 
reasons to regard if as 550,000 pounds sterling ($2,- 
750,00), which I really owe. 

“Tl am 29 years old. I inherited in 189% a very 
considerable fortune from my father, including the 
estates of Plas Nowydd in Anglesey and Beaudes- 
ert Park in Staffordshire. These properties yield- 
ed me an annual income of 3,000,000 francs ($669,- 
OO). 

‘In six years I have run through that fortune. 
Just how I could not tell you. It cost me 3000 
pounds ($15,000) a year for underwear.” 

“How could you spend so much for that?’ asked 
the Parisian interviewer. astonished. 

“T had ideas of my own jon that subject,” re- 
plied the marquis. “I had braces (suspenders) 
woven of threads of gold ‘instead of the usual 
elastic webbing that other men rely upon to sup- 
port their trousers. The buckles were of gold, 
too. Imagine this manner of living carried out 
on that scale and it is not hard to see where a 
good deal of my money went,

‘The aims of the organization are for 
the protection of iis members and the inde- 
pendent laboring man—skilled or unskillsd, 
and to aid the officials in the enforcement 
of the law of the land; to see that every 
man and woman who can secure employ- 
ment be protected in their chosen voca- 
tion from coercion, intimidation, threats or 
violence. It stands for the open shop pol- 
icy, where the union man and independent 
worker will be treated alike. It is not an 
aggressive body, but seeks to bring about 
the much-needed reforms by the crystal- 
lization of a healthy pubiic opinion. In this 
manner it secures the enforcement of law 
and the protection of all classes of the 
community. 

“I was instrumental in organizing the 
dirst alliance in the country, Aug. i9, 1901, 
and since then I have spent about half my 
time and have organized in twenty-eight 
cities. We had been having labor troubles 
in Sedalia for some time before we organ- 
ized 700 strong, and in a week from the 
date of our organization labor troubles

MOSQUITO WAR 
PROCLAIMED HERE 


Mayor Undertakes Destruction of the 
Pests With the Most Remark- 
able of All Weapons 


ILOUSTON, Tex., June 3.—The most re- 
markable proclamation ever issued by a 
mayor is probably the following: 

To the citizens of Houston Heights. 

Be it known that I, John A. Milroy, 
mayor of Houston Heights municipality, 
hereby issue this, my proclamation, and 
deciare it the duty of all residents of 
Fiouston Heights to carry out the follow- 
ing instructions, for the purpose of ex- 
terminating mosquitoes in our city: 

1. Mosquitoes breed only itn deposits of 
fresh waters. 

2. Mosquitoes live in the vicinity where- 
they breed; invasions from a distance are 
rare. 

3. The young mosquito. or ‘“‘wiggiler,” 
lives in the water at least 10 or 12 days: 
although they live in water they must 
come frequently to the surface to breathe. 

4. Coal ofl on the gurface of the water 
prevents the wigglers from breathing, and 
thus destroys them. . 

5. Destroy water deposits where the mos- 
quitoes breed, and their breeding will be 
avoided. ’ 

6. Do not allow water to remain in tubs. 
buckets, cans, flower pots, vases, etc., 
longer than 48 hours without changing. 

7. Fl or drain all pools. ditches and 
all other excavations containing water, on 
or near your premises. 

§ Change every day water needed in 
chicken coops, kennels, etc. 

9 Put wire netting over cisterns, 
and tanks of water in every-day use 

10. Treat with coal oil all standing water 
which can not be screened or drained (one 
ounce of oll will cover 15 square feet of 
surface). The oil does not affect the water 
for use if the water is drawn from below. 

Watering troughs for stock, lily 
ponds. ete., where it is undesirable to put 
oll. ean be kept free from wigglers by put- 


ting in fish. 

12. Where oil fs applied to standing water 
it should be distributed evenly over the sur- 
face. (Crude oll, in limited quantities, wll

He Will Visit England Next Month 
and There Meet Princess Vic- 
toria, King Edward’s Niece. 


MADRID, June %.—King Alfonso will 
Start before the end of next month on his 
visit to several of the courts of Europe. 
The Spanish bishops and cardinals are urg- 
ing that the visit to President Loubet in 
Paris be omitted entirely, or at least post- 
poned until the French government shall 
have made peace with the church authori 
tics in Rome. 

The visit of the Spanish King to England 
wili, it is rumored, be the occasion for the 
aniuouncement of the engagement of King 
Alfonso to Princess Victoria Patricia of 
Connaught, the youngest niece of King Ed- 
ward, who is about the same age as the 
youthful monarch.

Ink Stains as 
Damaging Proof. 


When a search of his place in Provi- 
dence was’ made, nothing incriminating 
was found in the place where he was 
then doing business. It was learned, 
however, that he had moved less than a 
month before in Washington street 
from Westminster street. In his empty 
shop on the third floor in Westminster 
Street nothing was found, but in the 
little room on the second floor adjoining 
the dentist's office were a number of 
small cans of printing inks. These inks 
were analyzed by a New York chemist, 
who also analyzed the inks used on the 
notes. The chemist pronounced them 
the same. 

When he was arrested in St. Louis in 
his valise was found a bottle of carmine 
ink. The fiber marks on the notes were 
made in red and blue ink. To the offi- 
cers the inks seemed the same. In his 
valise was a pasteboard box which had 
contained note paper. There were 
thumb marks on the cover of the box, 
corresponding to the colors of the inks 
used on the notes. It was evident that 
Crahan had used this box while he was 
printing the notes and that with ink on 
his fingers he had lifted the cover off 
time after time. He had kept the notes 
in this box, putting them into it after 
printing them. 

In his private room there was also a 
card cutter and scraps and trimmings of 
note paper. 

When it was learned that Crahan had

SIXTY QUIT, BUT 100 REMAIN 


Byron Dodd Was Locked Up, but Was 
Finally Released From

Twenty-five hundred diners at the Irish 
Village restaurant on the Mike were com- 
pelled to wait an hour Saturday evening 
while Byron Dedd, secretary of the St. 
Louis waiters’ union and T. F. Hanley, one 
of the owners of the Irish Village, stood 
on tables and addressed 160 waiters in the 
room on the question of joining the union. 
During the controversy a riot call was 
turned in and Lieut. Chappe, with a squad 
of police from the Fair poiice headyuarters, 
guarded the dovors of the restaurant, 
quieted the crowd striving for entrance, and 
finally arrested Dodd. He was later re- 
leased. 

The trouble began at 6:30 o'clock, when 
Dodd, accompanied by two Omaha labor 
leaders and one from Chicago, whose names 
have not been learned, entered the restau- 
rant. The tables were crowded and fhe 
waiters were unusually busy, but finding 
a vacant table, Dodd mounted ‘t and began 
talking. 

“You guys are a lot of suckers,’ he is 
reported to have said to the waiters in the 
room. “You are a lot of big stiffs working 
around here for the wages youre getting.” 

L. (. Booz. head waiter in the restaurant, 
tried to check the disturbance, but failed, 
and the waiters left the guest to crowd 
around the table where Dodd stood. 

B. F. Lock, general manager of the Irish 
Village, also failed to quiet the disturb- 
ance. He appealed to T. F. Hanley, one of 
the owners.

by Dodd, Hanley said:

THE SUPERFLUOUS WOMAN. 

* According to Mrs. Archibald Colquhoun’s statement in a 
paper read recently before the Royal Colonial Institute, 
Téndon, there are a million more women than men in 
Great Britain and over a quarter of a million more men 
@haw women in Canada, New Zealand and Australia. 

Om the assumption that marriage is the natural and 
ideal destiny of men and women, the inference seems obvi- 
ous that the superfluous women of England should seek 
for the fulfilment of their destiny where alone, under pres- 
ent cireumstances, it is to be found—in the colonies. Simi- 
Jat conditions in the United States have frequently been 
in this obvious manner, and the superfluous women 
et the FKast—-becging their pardon for seeming to say they 
een over be superfluous—have often found in the West the 
walizvation of the natural destiny of marriage.

Unfortunately Mrs. Colquhoun in her picture of the middle- 
class English girl leaves no room for such conelusion : 

“The girl will take great interest in domestic economy 
classes and come home with copious notes, but also she 
will hardly dust a room or help to make a bed. She is 
willing to attend St. John ambulance lectures, but it bores 
her to death if asked to go and nurse a sick relation. 
Then with the death of the head of the family 
eomes poverty, and the superfluous woman is generally 
proved to be the incapable woman.” 

It is heartrending, of course, to think of that quarter 
of a million wiveless men in Canada and far New Zealand 
and Australia, but after looking on the picture Mrs, Col- 
quhoun draws of the superfluous Englishwoman it is dif- 
ficult t» pity the men. They are probably much happier 
than they deem themselves to be. 
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The United States Court of Private Land Claims, created 
by act of Congress in 1891, expires by limitation of law. on 
June 30. The court held its last session in Santa Fe, N. M., 
June 15. During the life of this court vexed questions of 
titles derived from Spanish and Mexican grants, involving 
millions of acres in New Mexico and Arizona, have been 
settled. Many of these cases were complicated and ob- 
scure, but the settlements of the court have given general 
satisfaction in the two territories. Mr. Matthew G. Rey- 
nolds of St. Louis spent thirteen laborious years as United 
States attorney of this court, and to his energy, pérsever- 
ance and legal acumen is.due the fact that great tracts of 
land of inealeulable value have been saved to the United 
States government. The Private Land Claims Court was 
one of those modest agencies of public good which never 
get their due of fame. but which are more essential to the 
general welfare than some more conspicuous institutions. 
The good which it accomplished, however, is not likely soon 
to be forgotten by the people of New Mexico and Arizona. 
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HOW IS IT RECEIVED? 
The response to the Post-Dispatch’s inquiries as to the 
sentiment of business men and others regarding the Repub-

He has not been in the United States for 30 years, has 
no property here and no family, political or business in- 
terests. 

Nevertheless he is an American citizen because his father, 
a Greek, lived here a few years and was naturalized.

The great question which is raised by the war is one 
which will be settled not in battles, but by the birth rate. 
England spent £228,000,000 and put 450,000 armed men in baitle 
array on South African soil in order to assure the ascend. 
ency of the Briton over the Boer. That ascendency depends 
in the long run upon the comparative numbers of Britons 
and Boers in that war, and that again is determined by the 
comparative birth rate of the two races. It is in vain to 
attempt to counteract the operation of these natural forces 
by artificial emigration from the outside. Three-fourths, 
at least, of the land in South Africa is occupied, if not cul- 
tivated, by the Duteh. It is the country farmer who has 
the lgrgest family, and brings up the healthiest boys and 
girls. The cities are great consumers of human life. Hence 
the odds would be heavily in favor of the future ascend- 
ency of the Dutch, even if there were no other elements 
telling in that direction, but there are other elements tell- 
ing in that direction, among which is the chief fact that the 
British population in the towns and the mining centers 
is more or less migratory, whereas the Dutchman remains 
where he was born. Hence the chief, if not the only, hope 
for the British empire in South Africa lies in the concilia- 
ion of the Dutch. This task has been rendered enormously 
difficult by the war. Before the Jameson raid the two 
races were amalgamating, intermarriage was going on, and 
the greater world outlook which is supplied by the English 
language rendered it absolutely certain that, while the 
future of South Africa would lie in the hands of a mixed 
race predominantly Dutch. its language should be English. 
This healthy, natural process was arrested by the infatu- 
ited attempt of the British jingoes to assert their ascen4- 
‘ncy by physical force. It always seemed to me a mad 
idea, but never did I realize so much how absolutely crazy 
was such an appeal to force until I visited the country. 
As long as the rivalry of races is confined to the polling 
booth, the Briton has at least an even chance with the 
Boer, for the vote of a counter-jumper in Cape Town counts 
for as much at the polls as that of a Boer who farms his 
thousand acres in the back country. But the moment the 
arena is changed from the polling booth to the battlefield, 
then the South African Briton has no chance. If South 
Africa were cut off from the rest of the world and the 
British South Africans had to depend solely upon their own 
resources without any possibility of obtaining re-enforce- 
ments from Great Britain or from other parts of the British 
empire, the struggle would be over before it began. The 
baiance of fighting force is so overwhelmingly on the side 
of the Boers that it is doubtful whether the British would 
sven venture to challenge it. The net result of the jingo 
mania of the last eight years has been to transfer the issue 
hetween Briton and Boer from the political to the military 
arena. and as that is one in which the Boer is absolutely 
predominant, unless the Briton is re-enforced from outside, 
the action of the latter can only be attributed to the sheer 
infatuation which sometimes falls upon peoples,

I remember some years ago being 
dryen ashore in a yacht in the Inland sea during 43.

The road was, over a great part of the distance. little 
better than a mountain track, ang it was raining most of 
the time, but there was never a Dreak in our progress ex- 
cept to allow the coolies to take off or put on their clothes. 
They prefer running in nothing but a loin cloth. and do s0 
whenever they get safely beyond the eye of the police, who 
have orders strictly to administer the law against nudity. 

The fare paid for this prolonged joruney was, if I remem- 
ber rightly, about three shillings for each rickshaw, the 
extra shilling being a gratuity thrown in for good service. 
I know that it purchased so many blessings on my honora- 
ble head as cannot yet be quite exhausted. And having 
made our farewells at the railway station, the coolies 
started back at once for their own village.

We live by the clock. At 10 in the morning Capt. Okada 
will receive one correspondent as a representative of all, 
and give out any news he may have.

Between 4 and 5 Capt. Okada will 
censor all telegrams and manuscripts, which must first be 
read to him, line by line, and then he submits them to the 
higher officers. If they pass muster, two red seals appear 
on. the paper, covering the first and last words, and all let- 
ters are sealed and stafmped with the censor’s stamp in his 
presence. 

One correspondent from New York spent two whole days 
in trying to have his horse's shoes tightened. There were 
something like ten men's hands through which the matter 
had to pass before the necessary permission could be se- 
cured, and each man had to write or see personally the man 
ahead of him before this important question could be set- 
tled. 

Three correspondents came in after 5 o'clock. with tired 
and hungry horses, and they could not draw feed for them- 
selves or their horses that day, as the supplies had pre- 
viously been issued to the seven men already in camp, ard 
therefore the newcomers were not officially present. 

Capt. Okada assures us that conditions will change after 
the first great battle, but, as he expresses it, ‘““‘We are doing 
everything in our power to screen our movements from the 
enemy, and therefore you must be patient."” The word “‘pa- 
tient’’ we have heard from Japanese lips until we feel like 
screaming with pain as it jars our nerve-racked ears! 

One correspondent, particularly bitter against the com- 
manding generals in Cuba and the Philippines, was heard go 
exclaim: ‘Say, Pussy Shafter and Grandma Otis were 1!l 
saints in disguise to the Umpty Umps we're up against 
now!”

PHYSICAL EFFECTS OF ANXIETY. 
In a paper read before the congress of French alienists 
at Grenoble Dr. Gaston Lalanne pointed out that anxiety is 


a disturbance which is expressed by the entire being. The ex- 
citing causes are soMietimes phyaical, sometimes mental, and 
the symptoms manifested are both physical and mental. 
The physical symptoms comprise old feelings and chills of 
the scalp and body, general lassitude, inco-ordination ef 
voluntary movements far more apparent than real, emd- 
tional coloring of speech and vertigo which is dependent 
upon vasomotor cerebral disturbances or upon digestive 
troubles. In the anxious states there are always cireulatory 
troubles, such as accelerated heart-beat, trregularity of the 
heart's action, heightened arterial tension and coldness of 
the extremities. Respiratory disturbances are also present. 
The physical symptoms of “anxiety” 
degrees of vague dread and apprehensivenesa, often taking 
definite forms, in which case they are designated as 
‘‘phobias’’ or “obessions of fear,”’ weakening of the capacity 
of attention and of memory, and a tedency to confusion of 
ideas. Hallucinations of the senses are prone to occur.

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New York World’s Analysis of Ghicago Platform Fails to 


Find a Real Point in That Document—Stand 
on Tariff and Philippines Fails. 

The following is the New York World’s analysis of the coming cam- 
paign : ? 

What is to be the dominating issue in the coming campaign? No hint of its 
identity is whispered in the Chicago platform. Only one new issue was defined by the 
convention and that is but a variation of the old force bill. The demand for congvres- 
sicnal action to determine whether by special discriminations the elective franchise has 
been “unconstitutionally limited” in any state and for the proportionate réduction of 
representation in cash such limitations are found, presents an issue previously unex- 
ploited in that form. 

Here the platform is discreetly vague. The only unconstitutional restrictions of 
the franchise are those made on account of “race, color, or previous condition of servi- 
tude.” 
of the new southern constitutions. 


Nobody pretends that such discriminations have openly been made in any 
The disabilities are all of the kind that can be 
removed by the individual efforts of the person disqualified whatever their general 
efiect may be, so the reduction of representation plank could have been intended only 
to secure the colored brother’s vote in the northern states. In all their essential par- 
ticulars the resolutions insist on the maintenance of the status quo. Some of these 
stand pat planks are necessarily of great strength.

RETRENCHES ON TRUST POLICY. 


It might have been expected that in view of the popularity of the government's 
victory in the Northern Securities case, the party would take a strong stand on the 
trust question. As a matter of fact, it seems to have receded from the position 
taken at Philadelphia. Then it condemned “all conspiracies and combinations intended 
to restrict business, to create monopolies. to limit production or to control prices,” 
and favored legislation to “restrain and prevent all such abuses,” and to “protect and 
promote competition.” Now the trust is dealt with as tenderly as its prolific mother, 
the tariff. ‘Combinations of capital and labor must net be permitted” to infringe upon 
the rights and interests of the people. They are both entitled to the protection of 
the laws. “but are subject to the laws andmust not be allowed to break them.” 
Nothing is said about a vigorous prosecution of illegal monopolies, or about the enact- 
ment of new legislation if need be, to restrain quch monopolies. The convention was 
so careful not to “run amuck” that it retreated to the very shadow of Trinity spire. 

In respect to the Philippines the party is even less progressive than it was in 1900. 
Then it’ promised the Filipino the largest measure of self-government consistent with 
their welfare and our duties. Now they are curtly informed that they have received 
“the largest civil liberty they have ever enjoyed,” and no promises whatever are 
made for the future. 

Apart from and beyond the platform is the swaggering militarism of the adminis- 
tration. Its “big stick policy; its government by executive order; the cautiousness 
of its purpose with regard to the trusts when a campaign fund is at stake. 

The feéling in many quarters is Roose velt is not a safe President. and if elected, 
his eccentricities will be emphasized and his disregard of constitutional Hmitations 
become more and more arrogant. All these things must play a part in the campaign, 
but one fact is self-evident: The Democratic party cannot afford to be weak where 
the Republican party is strong, and weak even where the Republican party is weak.

out delay. Prof. Ernst is also interesting himself in the matter, in association with

The earlier these improvements are made, the better for all concerned. As an or- 
ganist, I am especially interested in attaining the best results with the big organ.

But what an astonishing disappointment en- 
sued ! 

The first three numbers on the program brought 
a crushing realization of the disappointment. A 
sonata, a caprice and a delicate wedding march 
—into these did Prof. Galloway put his daintiest 
work, so handling the great instrument under his 
touch as to bring out its subtlest effects, he fond- 
ly imagined. And there is little doubt that he 
did bring out the desired effects—only the audi- 
ence couldn’t hear the notes, that was ail. 


They went up the flume. 


The flume, in this instance, was the vast Fea- 
tival Hall dome: 


It was pitiful to study the faces of the music- 
lovers as the melancholy truth became appar- 
ent to’ them that they couldn’t hear the biggest 
organ in the world, At first a great puzzlement 
shone in their eyes. They looked around at une 
another in the utmost perplexity. Each seemed 
to be wondering if his fellow was enjoying thut 
which he had missed. Was it a fault of indi- 
vidual ears? A poignant inquiry was in every

Dat it was in vain. No connected theme of 
Westenholme’s or of Guilmant’s treatment came 
from the organ’s 10,000 pipes to the tympanums 
of that Festival Hall audience. An occasional 
note, vague, distant, remote, was heard, but the 
composition as a whole was utterly lost. And so 
it went through the entive program, the Jast 
three numbers being somewhat more audible than 
those preceding, but all keenly disappointing. 

Prof. Galloway worked at the keyboard, the 
stops and the pedals for dear life, his musical 
soul reveling in the privilege of playing such an 
organ. Not then did he know how futile was 
his work. It seemed to him that the crowds 
out in the auditorium must surely be enveloped 
in a splendid tonal sea of melody. For he appre- 
ciates the possibilities of the biggest organ in 
the world. 

When the recital was ended he, too, learned the 
aad truth. 

There was not so large a gathering in Festival 
Hali at the close as at the beginning of this ded- 
icatery program. One by one, two by two, group 
by group, the audience had melted away. Organ 
music is a fine thing, especially the music from 
the biggest organ in the world, but it must be 
heard to be enjoyed And it couldn’t be heard,

their backs every stone, every timber and 
every bit of adobe mud to build their 
strange houses and their marvelous church 
There are timbers 14 inches square and 4) 
feet iong brought by human muscle aione 
from the mountains 20 miles away. The 
church wails ure 60 feet hich and 10 feet 
in thickness, and the building covers more 
ground than any modern cathedral in the 
Lnited States. 

It took the Acomas # years to bulld the 
cemetery in front of the church. First 
they bullt a huge stone wall inclosing a 
space of 200 square feet. The wall was 40 
feet deep at the outer edge. Then the 
Acomas filled it, backful by backful, with 
earth brought up from the plain below. 
The moccasined feet of centuries have 
worn Gepressions six inches deep in the 
stone steps which lead up to the city. 


Comparatively few Americans have visit- 
ed Acoma, although it is only 13 miles from 
the Atlantic & Pacific Railroad in the west- 
ern f of New Mexico. Charlies F. Lum- 
mis, who has studied the city and its peo- 
ple exhaustively, says that not half a dozen 
Americans have adequately explored the 
0,791 acres of their mesa. The same writer 
declares the Acoma Pueblo the most strik- 
ing ethnologic figure in America, a more 
intereatine ethnologic study than the tribes 
of inner Africa and less known by Amer- 
icans. 

There are no more perfect physical types 
anywhere than the Acomas. They are 
easily the superiors of any of the Indians 
on the Anthropological reservation at the 
Yair. They are of medium, but robust 
stature, have udmirable necks and trunks, 
ure never consumptive and rarely get fat. 
They all have magnificent black hair. Their 
physiognomy is unlike that of the Indians 
with wom Americans are most familiar. 
The women have regular features, and

many of them are handsome. All of them 
have superb necks and chests and a con- 
fident poise of the head, largely due to car- 
rying water jars on their heads, every drop 
of water used in the Acoma houses being 
brought up in this manner. Their costumes 
are picturesque and modest, yet costly. The 
garb of a woman at home is worth $25 and 
her feast-@ay urray is worth several times 
that amount 

Woman's rights prevail 
people. The Acoma at the Fair does not 
use h’s wife as a pack beust. He is even 
not ashamed of carrying the baby when he 
has no more urgent duty to perform. The 
woman is complete owner of the house and 
all that it contains except the personal 
trinkets of her husband. She tas no other 
work to do than the housework anid she 
does that well. If her husband does not 
treat her properly she can turn him out of 
the house and A-oma public opinion sus- 
tains her in 80 doing. Not, however, that 
she often has occasion to go to that ex- 
treme. 

The Acoma fields are the man's and he 
tills them, but after the crops are in his 
wfe has as much to say about the uispo- 
titen of them as he has. The live stock 
ts his, but he will not, as a rule, sell an 
animal without consulting his wife. 


The Acoma family relations are ideal. 
Parents are never. neglectful of their chil- 
dren and never harsh in ruling them. They 
don't have to be, for the children of the 
Acomas are the gentlest, the best man- 
nered, the most obedient, the least quarrel- 
some, in America. They are never spoiled 
and very seldom is there quarreling among 
them. Respect for seniority is universai, 
even be' ween boy and elder boy. A son 
would never thins of smoking in the pres- 
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ence of his parents. 

The Acoma laws are simple and they 
are thoroughly enforced. C ime ‘s practi 
cally unknown among there peonle. They 
sre good Catholice and reaulatiy attend 
the churches they have buliided with a pa- 
tience as infinite as that of the builders of 
the Pyramids. 


The hospitality of the Acoma is great. 
No stranger who comes to Acoma is un- 
eared for. There are some ; oor peonle 
among them. but none ever go hrngry 
Once in a great while an Acoma Pueblo 
goes behind the bara, but he never goes 
to the poorhouse. 

They are the only aborigines in Americus 
today who occupy many-storied phones. 
The Acoma ia an hereditity and tmme- 
morial farmer. He is the orig nal irrigator. 
Their numbers today are a'out the same 
as they were 30 years ago. When explorers 
first found them they dwelt.in their city 
in the sky in the same kind of bulldines 
they inhabit today. They then tilled their 
farme in tne valley by irrigation, as they 
do now. and they then lived in mret other 
particulars as they live now. They ‘re 
pottery makers and metal smiths. They 
have pasted the textile arte on to other 
tribes, Jargely because they can make bet- 
ter use of their time. They tsught the Nav- 
ajos how to make blankets. and now they 
buy their blankets from the Navajfes, 

The Acomas are citizens of the United 
States. Their autonomy and their full 
rights of citizenship have been established 
in the highest tribunals. They have two 
sets of laws. one as old as Confucius and 
one as modern as the supreme court can 
make it. They have Christian names and 
names they go by among themselves. They

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TRAVTS ON THE PUTTING GREEN. 


Travis has developed his method so. perfectly that he 
uppeais to puis abu the precision end certainty of an 
e vert at the billiard table. A remarkable thing about 
him is that he appears to be equally perfect in the three 
gyond division into which golf shots are divided—driving. 
approaching and putting. The methods and clubs used in 
these three strokes are entirely different, yet it is rare 
when Travis does not reach a high average in all. 

He has no specialty. When playing on the Glen Echo 
links last fall one or two famous drivers sent the ball a 
few yards further than Travis. Yet he won out every 
time, because the famous drivers were, compared to Travis, 
weak in approaching and putting. On the other hand, 
some snecialists who claim that the game is won on the 
putting green, and who come out strong when that part 
of the game is reached, were beaten by Travis because of 
his superiority to them in driving and approaching. — 

Some people think when watching Travis that he plays 
with specially selected clubs. “I could make that kind 
of a stroke if I had that club,” said more than one ama- 
teur when watching Travis here last fall. They borrowed 
his clubs and found out their mistake. When Travis was 
asked about it he said: “The club counts for very little. 
1 could play a fair game of golf with a brown stick.” 

Travis rarely loses a ball. In fact there is a supersti- 
tion that so perfect is Wis play that he has never lost a 
ball. He seems to have the power to drop the ball on any 
particular spot he selects, no matter what the distanes, 


His ball, from the tee to the hole, follows «perfectly 


straight line, his “direction” being something marvelous. 
Thus the ball is ever in the center of the fair green. 1 
gets “distance” in his long drives by sending the ball 
at just the right angle, so that is neither hits the grou 
too soon nor wastes impetus by great élevation in 
air. 

Travis always makes one practice stroke before each 
drive. He usua'ly selects a blade of grass an inch or $e 
from where the hall it “teed up” and makes a complete 
swing and on iinitation drive. Then he immediately after 
makes the re’! drive, which is as near perfect as anything 
in golf can he. 

His work in the putting green is marvelous. Travis is a 
verv sow plaver, because of the length of time he devotes 
to examining the ground for each stroke. In putting he 
ee ews » bee knees two or three times before each 
stro'.e, stucics lengthwise and sidewise the course which 
the ball must travel, feels the ground to leam how hatd 
it ix. valenlates the length of the grass and the amount of 
resistence it will offer to the ball. feels the grass to see 
whether it is damp or dry for the same purpose, picks 
everv twig out of the wavy, brushes off the grass with his 
hand. and is then prepared to play his stroke. This pains 
tuking care, which in a measure explains the marvelous 
success of Travis, was a revelation to golf player in 
St. Louis last fall. After his visit there was an immediate 
change from slap-dash, happy-go-lucky playing, in favor 
of mvure thoughtful and slower work, 

Travis says anybody can learn to play golf in a few 
hours, but that good plaving requires a lot of pra: thee, 
He has invented, among other things, a golfing costume 
which may hecome popular in St. Lonis, He always wears 
lony and loose trousers.
